ARKADELPHIA, Ark-Congress in 


the near future will decide whether 
navigation on 
the 
Ouachita 
Ilivcr 


shall be extended from Camden to 
this city, n distance of 66 miles by 
water. 


Congressman Tillman B. Parks of 


the Seventh Arkansas District has in- 
troduced a bill calling for 10 million 
dohirs for this project. 


The Arkadephia Chamber of Com- 


merce for more than a year has been 
collecting dnta by which the federal 
authorities will decide as to the com- 
mercial feasibility of the project. 


Engineers have stated thnt from an 


engineering standpoint the river pre- 
sents no difficulties, for it is possessed 
of stationary banks, few sandbars and 
a nice flowage of water which, if con- 
trolled by locks and dams, will give 
six feet of channel throughout the 
year. Locks and dums below Camden 
have proved 
very 
satisfactory 
for 


that city, which has become a port of 
considerable importance for both ex- 
port and import. 
Extension of the 


project to Arkadelphiu or points ab»ve 
this city will bring water transporta- 
tion considerably 
nearer to a vast 


area and a 
population 
of 
900,000 


people. 


"Good Hunting Grounds" 


The Ouachita River is one of the 


most historic and picturesque in the 
Southwest. It is an Indian 
name 


J 


;aning Good Hunting Grounds, and 
1 pronounced Wash-i-taw, but it is 
t to be confused with the smaller 


stream known as Washtta River in 
Eastern Oklahoma. 
The 
Ouachita 


rises in the highest part of the Ouach- 
ita Mountains in Polk 
county, near 


Mcna. It is that great mountain basin 
that catches an abundance of water 
and feeds the 
Ouachita the 
year 


round. The Ouachita Mountains arc 
the highest range between the Alle- 
gheny Mountains of the East and the 
great mountain ranges of Western 
United States. 
They are sometimes 


alluded to as the Ozarks, but are a 
distinct range known as the Ouach- 
ita Area on Government maps. The 
Ouachita National Forest lies in these 
mountains west and northwest of Hot 
Springs. Much CCC work has been 
done there. The 
Ouachita 
finally 


flows into the Mississippi some 400 
miles southeastward from its moun- 
tain source. 


Three miles north of Arkadelphia 


the Caddo River, out of the mountains 
of Western Arkansas, empties into the 
Ouachita, and some 20 miles south of 
the city the Little Missouri 
River 


empties into the Ouachita, both be- 
ing fine feeder streams to help keep 
the larger stream navigable. 


Used in the Old Days 


Ricr navigation would be no new 


experience for Arkadelphia, for un- 
til 40 to 50 years ago practically all 
freight and a great deal of the pas- 
senged travel was by 
steamboats. 


Some rather large boats, with capac- 
ity for carrying up to MOO bales of 


itotn, used Arkadelphia as the head 


J*1 navigation. With the coming of 
:hc railroads', river navigation grad- 
ually disappeared and the river was 
used very litle by .steam craft. Perse- 
vering efforts by the citizens of Cam- 
den resulted in the restoration of 
navigation to that point when locks 
and dams were put in between there 
and Monroe, La. 


On April 10 Maj. Luns-ford E. Oliver 


of the Vicksburg office presided in 
this city at a public hearing attended 
by business leaders of about 20 Ar- 
kansas cities and towns of central, 
western and southwestern Arkansas. 
In a paper on the resources of this 
section. Dr. H. L. Winburn of Arka- 
delphia read, among others, the fol- 
lowing statements: 


"This project is physically feasi-

and load up eight tons of hay instead 
of the usual five or six. 


So we boys were always 
hopefully 


interested in the almanac. 


We prayed for rain on the Fourth of 


July. 


If it rained you couldn't haul hay. 
If you couldn't haul hay you drove 


off to a noarby..lake and went swim- 
ming.

I had an early prejudice against 


almanacs because my recollection is 
thnt regardless what the almanac said 
the Fourth of July was usually fair 
and red-hot—perfect hay weather. 


And here I am about to have to 


back up on that old prejudice. 


Because if Captain Sec knows his 


sun spots, and can predict the weath- 
er two and four years ahead, almost 
any old almanac-maker ought to come 
pretty close to guessing what's only 
a year ahead!

plays under the name Graham Seton. 


Describing the story of King Al- 


bert's death last February 17 as "the 
biggest piece of spoof put over on the 
world in the last six months, Hutch- 
inson is reported to have said the king 
did not die in an Alpine accident. 


"I know the facts. The facts are," 


he added, "that King Albert was op- 
posed to war. He would not play any 
part in the deviltry of France in con- 
spiring for war 
against 
defenseless 


Germany."

EL DORADO, Ark.—Possibility that 


functions of the government of Union 
county may be curtailed loomed Fri- 
day with the filing of an injunction 
suit by holders and owners of court- 
house building warrants, in First Di- 
vision Chancery Court, asking that the 
treasurer be enjoined from ordering, 
issuing or paying any warrants for 
county expenses until funds have been 
sot aside for the payment of $4,000 
due August 1 as payment on the court- 
house building warrants. 


Tho complaint says that contract was 


awarded May 25, 1927, for construction 
of a courthouse for $692,500 and that 
warrants were drawn on the county 
general revenue fund to be paid in 
installments, $95,000 on demand and 
$45,000 on August 1 of each year from 
1928 to 1940, inclusive, and $12,500 on 
August 1, 1941,( and that the warrants 
were to be considered first allowances 
each year and the first issued within 
the meaning of amendment No. 11. 


The complaint also alleges that the 


Quorum Court made appropriations 
totaling $83,975 the first of this year 
and adopted a resolution instructing 
county officials not to pay any war- 
rants on the courthouse until after 
expenses for county government are 
paid for the entire year, 1934. 


The complaint says that indications 


are that county revenues this year 
will not exceed $110,000 and there will 
not be enough money to pay county 
warrants also.

Great Floods Throughout the 


World Predicted in 1936-38 


Captain J. J. See, Famed Navy Expert, Says Sun 


Spots Whose Absence Caused Drouth in 1930 


Are Returning Rapidly 


SAN FRANCISCO, Calif.—(fl^-Great floods throughout the world in 


1936-8 were predicted Friday by Capt. Thomas J. J. See, veteran professor 
of mathematics in the United States navy. He based his forecast on the 
effect of huge sun spots. 


Rainfall will increase for the next 


two years, after which the floods will 
occur, said Captain See, adding that 
the sun spots cause the weather va- 
riation by mixing hot and cold air 
through lessening the 
heat 
of the 


earth, thereby permitting the cold 
currents of air to descend. 


Captain See, with 45 years' exper- 


ience in scientific work, collaborated 
for many years with the late Rev. 
Jerome S. Ricurd of Santa Clara Uni- 
versity in the study of the Rev. Fath- 
er Ricard'x theory that sun spots caus- 
ed weather changes. 


"Since the decrease of sun spots be- 


gan in 1927," Captain See declared, 
"very great drouths have been ob- 
served in nearly all the countries of 
the globe, notably the drouth of 1931), 
in the Mississippi valley, which ac- 
centuated the evils of the depression, 


, 
, and will increase for the next 


four years, yielding vast floods in 
1936-8, and an increasing railfall this 
year and next, after which the floods 
will become notable, as during the 
Mississippi floods of 1927. 


"The sun spots mix hot and cold 


air much like the mountains, yet act 
in a slightly different way, by cutting 
down the heat of our globe, thereby 
letting the cold currents of air de- 
scend nearer the earth, for making 
more rain. That is the whole mettoro- 
logical effect of sun spots. 


"Already the floods are beginning in 


a few places, yet the effect is scatter- 
ing. 
The return of the greatest floods 


will be in 1927-38. which is 11 years 
after the dreadful Mississippi floods 
of 1927."

War Against Dirt Begins at Home 


Sanitation is really the Secret of 


good health. 


And sanitation consists of more than 


plumbing. Naturally we cannot disre- 
gard such things as sewer gas, water 
in the cellar, and bad drinking water. 
These are the first things to be looked 
after in any house. 


Some people still don't believe in 


germs, and after reading about the 
famous "miracle pool" at Lourdes, 
one must admit that faith, or at least 
psychotherapy, has its own prominent 
place in cure. 


But if one has ever looked at 


''germs," vicious ones, through a mi- 
croscope, germs taken from stricken 
bodies, and that have sickened their 
hosts unto death, it sets conviction in 
their eristence and their power of de- 
vastation. I have done this, listened 
to history after history of cases in- 
volved, and decided that here again 
'prevention" is the best cure. Too 
jad we cannot see the germs with the 
naked eye. We would be doubly 
alarmed. 


Preventing Infection 


We know that xve carry in most of 


our bidies many germs that never 
demonstrate their presence. They only 
jecome active and swarm to ther per- 
nicious attack when 
circumstances 


give them a chance, 
circumstances 


such as a lowered vitality, fatigue, 
llness and its ensuing weakness, or a 
shock or strain that reduces defense. 
Then they become what we call '.path- 
ological," meaning dangerous and pro- 
ducing serious results. 


I do not wish to become too techni- 


cal. At best it is only a rough sketch 
of the truth. It takes a scientist to 
explain the mysterious and surprises 
of germ life. 


At any rate we do not need to know 


all these things. What we do need is 
to admit the danger of dirt and the 
risks of contamination. Thus warned 
we can leave the rest to profesisonals. 
the fewer the germs admitted to the 
body, the better. 


I like to contrast 
our 
American 


mothers and their "scrubby" tenden- 
cies to some I have seen on my trav- 
els. Yet in the tropics one can never 
discount the great compensator—the 
sun. Sun and air do much to keep 
an outdoor people healthy. Their very 
clothes are being renovated hourly. 


In our shut-in houses there are 


limited months and limited ways of 
using the sun and air for antisepsis. 
We must summon other means to help 
in the fight. 


Soap-and-water has no rival. Clean 


clothes, clean bodies, 
clean 
dishes 


(scalded), clean tea towels (scalded), 
also. 


Carpets contain everything because 


shoes are not fastidiious. They wot 
not and care not where they step. 


A clean sheet or blanket should be 


spread on the rug for the baby to 
roll on. 


Warring Against Dirt 


Ironings make work. Every woman 


cannot have electrical gadgets ami it 
is too bad. There should be some way 
for every housewife to have machines 
to help with laundry work because 
health 
depends 
largely 
on 
clean 


clothes. I wish there were an Act ol 
Congress to make it possible, or tha 
some other miracle would happen. 


But boiling clothes destroys the en- 


emy—or perhaps you have a substi- 
tue for boiling that brings the same 
results. Clothes should be dried in 
the air and sun, too, if possible. Iron- 
ing, 
if it breaks the weary mother 


need not be an obsession. Many art- 
icles can be dried, smoothed and fold- 
ed away. 


Woolen clothes should be sunnec 


frequently, 
and 
otherwise cleanec 


from time to time. 


Clean hands before meals; clean 


hodies once a day if the child is not 
too weak or ill to stand it. Clean 
scalps once a week. These are im- 
portant in the war against dirt.

Posted prices of transportation show 
a saving of $4 per ton on cotton and 
S.1.GO per In on sugar. As you well 
know, gentlemen, these 
figures are 


conservative. Nevertheless, on these 
two commodities alone, the following 
.showing is made: 


78.750 tons of cotton at 


$4 per ton 
$315,000 


56,250 tons of sugar 


at S3.GO per ton 
202,500 


or a total annual saving to the public 
in this area of $517,500. 


On a 5 per cent return basis, which 


is probably a good deal more than 
money would cost the 
Government, 


thi.s amount would pay interest an- 
nually on ?10.H50,000, while the cost 
of the entire project as estimated by 
your (government) engineering corps, 
is approximately $0,000,000. We can 
not help feeling that the cost estimates 
were quite liberal since they were 
made at a time when prices were 
higher than they arc at present, but 
under the circumstances just cited 
above, we can have no serious quarrel 
on that point since the margin of re- 
turn is .so ample." 


Might Move Oklahoma Wheat 


It is held lhat Oklahoma's wheat 


might profitably move through a local 
port. The cities of Tulsa, Muskogee, 
Oklahoma City, in 
Oklahoma, and 


Fort Smith. Hot Springs, Hope, Pres- 
cott, Texarkana, Malvern, Benton, De 
Queen, Nashville, Little Rock and oth- 
er points in Arkansas would undoubt- 
edly find it to their interest to export 
and import through a local river port. 
Much cotton north of here annually 
pastes through Arkadelphia for ports 
south on tho Ouachita, and the trucks 
on return take back heavy loads of 
sugar, coffee, farm implements, hard- 
ware and other merchandise which 
come to the present head of naviga- 
tion on this river. There are largo 
manufacturies of brick in Malvern, 
and at Bauxite there arc mined an- 
nually thousands of carloads of the 
ore from which aluminum is made. 


Arkadelphia is served by the main 


line of the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
and si the hub of several improved 
State and Federal highways which 
would make a river port here easy ot 
access. There is under construction 
here one of the largest airplane lanci- 
fnn fileds in the State. 


The labor estimate of the engineers 


in their preliminary reports on the 
river improvement amounted to 4,000,- 
000 man hours of direct labor, togeth- 
er with an equal amount of indirect 


labor in processing, fabricating, handl- 
ing and transporting materials. This 
will provide steady- employment for 
more than 1000 men for three years, 
which would absorb virtually half the 
unemployment in this territory for 
the entire time of completing the pro- 
ject.

Tax Requirement 


Thornesberry G r a y Pro- 


poses Constitutional 


Amendment 


LITTLE ROCK. — Thornesberry A. 


Gray of Batesville, former Independ- 
ence county representative, announc- 
ed Friday that he has prepared a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment 
"to 


lake the dollar mark off the right to 
vote in Arkansas,' 'and that he and 
others will circulate petitions to in- 
itiate the amendment at the general 
election next November. 


A proposed initiative petition, in- 


cluding the text of the 
suggested 


amendment, has been sent to several 
state officials, newspapers and others 
by Mr. Gray with a request that sug- 
gestions and criticisms be offered. Mr. 
Gray called attention to the fact that 
only eight states have a poll tax re- 
quirement for voting and expressed 
the belief that Arkansas "has follow- 
ed this old tradition long enough." 


The proposed amendment follows: 
"That Article 3, Section 1, of the 


constitution of the State of Arkansas 
amended by Amendment No. G, adopt- 
ed in 1920, be amended so as to read 
as follo%vs: 


"Section I. Every citizen 
of 
the 


United States of the age of 21 years, 
who has resided in the state 12 months, 
in the county six months, and in the 
precinct, town or ward one month, 
next preceding any election at which 
they may propose to vote, and who 
shall register not less than 30 days 
next preceding such election, shall be 
allowed to vote at any election held in 
the state of Arkansas, but the General 
Assembly shall have power to pass a 
per caipta tax not to exceed $1 for 
Ihe benefil of the public schools and 
to safeguard this constitutional amend- 
ment, but in no event, shall it abridge 
the right of suffrage in this state which 
shall extend equally upon men and 
women without regards to sex and 
that women shall not be compelled to 
serve on juries."

ong settled practice and in accord- 
mce with acts of congress would have 
>een disposed of in the Treasury De- 
jartment. Later he announced volun- 
ary offers of settlement had. been ac- 
cepted in a number of cases and grand 
ury proceedings in these had been 
dropped. 


"In so far as I am concerned, I wish 


it to be clearly understood that 1 
have made no such offer of settlement 
and never intend to make one. I owe 
the government no additional taxes. 
I have overpaid, not underpaid, my 
taxes." 


Mellon characterized the govern- 


ment's threatened action as an "utter 
disregard of statutory regulations" 
which "confirmed the warning I re- 
ceived more than a year ago from a 
source high in the councils of the 
Democratic party (in 
which I still 


have my friends) that a definite ef- 
fort was being made to discredit me 
in connection with either my admin- 
istration of the Treasury or my tax 
affairs."
